In about 15 m inutes 
J ustice Gregory arrived.

The cerem ouy was a brief one, and the J u s­ 
tice, w ho is a very prosaic old gentlem an, put 
on no extra frills.

Mrs. Aitbery, nee Pauline Fuller, is 19 
years of age, highly educated, and a rem ark­ 
ably handsom e woman. J. M atthew Aubcry, 
J r., is 23 years of age. 
H e is the son of the 
General W estern Agent of the M erchants’ 
Dispatch Fast Freight Line. 
J . M. Auhery, 
Sr., has been a resident of Chicago since 
18 76. when he left M ilwaukee. 
lie is w ell 
known here and Congressman V anSchaick is 
one of his most intimate friends. 
Y oung 
A uhery is em ployed in his father’s office in 
Chicago. 
H e is a handsom e young fellow . 
As near as can he learned the acquaintance 
of the bride and groom began three years 
ago.

T he buildings and stock were entirely in­ 
sured, but the workmen had no insurance. 
The origin of the fire is unknown.

20.— T he fire that

SALARIES AND ASSESSMENTS. 


It is refreshing to find in power an an. 
ministration that does not intend to permit 
the imperfections and crudities of our ex ­ 
perimental civ il serv ice law to interfere with 
good gov ernment. 
The President said in bis 
inaugural that he did not ex pect to be able 
to put the serv ice on a non-partisan basis. 
Vacancies are being tilled now, with an oc­ 
casional remov al for

honest}’ or impudence, but in a little while

T HE F UT URE OF T HE SOUTH. 


The announcement is made from Trenton 
that the New J ersey iron and steel works in 
that city , owned by Abram S. Hewitt and 
Edward Cooper, both Democratic ex -May ors 
of New York, are soon to be remov ed to 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 
These gentlemen, in 
company with their superintendent, J oseph 
Stokes, returned y esterday 
from a 
tour 
through the South in search of a location. 
The reasons for the contemplated remov al 
hav e been giv en to the New York/Ve« « . The 
freight rates to and from Trenton are heav ily 
ex pensiv e because of the necessity of shipping 
the raw material from Pennsy lv ania and the 
South, and then shipping it back in the shape 
of finished products to the markets. 
In the 
South the freight rates were found to be lc 
than one half those at the North. Coal is de­ 
liv ered into the y ards of the Chattanooga iron 
factories for $1.25 per ton, w hereas at Tren 
ton it costs $3 25. 
Hewitt and Cooper’s 
works use 38 ,000 tons a y ear, hence the sav 
ing on coal alone would be $7 6 ,000 a y ear- 
sufficient to pay a handsome div idend. 
The works employ 1,300 men, who receiv e 
$1,000,000 in wages per y ear. 
Nothing is 
said about the loss of occupation by these 
meD, but there is little doubt that they would 
be left behind and compelled to look for em­ 
ploy ment elsewhere. 
Hewitt and Cooper 
can employ colored labor at the South for half 
the wages paid to white men in Trenton, and 
this fact, without doubt, ex erts a potent in­ 
fluence in bringing them to a determination 
to remov e. 
The opinion of Mr. Hewitt, ex ­ 
pressed many y ears ago, that 50 cents a day 
was enough for labor, is still on record. The 
remov al will giv e a staggering blow to the 
business of Trenton, and greatly reduce its 
political and business importance. 
But the incident shows the South its op 
portunity . 
It is rich in those natural re­ 
sources which hav e been worked to ex haus­ 
tion in many manufacturing centres of the 
North. 
The drift of Northern capital and 
enterprise towards its iron and coal regions 
and cotton fields is inev itable. 
This will of 
course conv ert its people to a protectiv e pol­ 
icy , but this is not all that is wanted. 
It 
needs to get rid of “ the demon of cheap­ 
ness/’ and to establish a rate of wages that 
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One of the objects behind the mov ement 
now pressing upon the Legislature for an al­ 
most univ ersal increase of 
official salaries 
throughout the state, was ex plained by J ames 
C. Carter, a distinguished lawy er of New 
York, last night, in a speech before the Bar 
Association of that city in opposition to & 
recommendation that the association support 
the hill for increasing the Surrogate’s salary 
from $12,000 to $15,000, and his term from 
six to fourtcecn y ears. 
Mr. Carter said the 
increase of the salary would be merely an en­ 
largement of 
the contributions known as 
political assessments. 
“ As long as the of­ 
fices are acquired in the manner many of us 
are acquainted with,” said Mr. Carter, “ I am 
opposed to increasing the salaries of the J u­ 
diciary ." 
So far as New York is concerned, 
the increase would lie only a lev y upon the 
tax -pay ers for the money with which v oters 
are bribed and heelers paid. 
It was one of 
Gov . Hill’s rcadv -mnde J udges who com­ 
plained recently that Democratic v otes had 
suddenly gone up from $1 to $25 per v ote.

OUR BOSS- 


I)avl<l B. H ill as a U su rper—Good G round 
for Im peachm ent. 
[From the New York Tribune.| 
Public attention is being directed in a 
marked manner to the ex traordinary usurpa 
tion of power by Gov ernor Hill. 
One of the 
political clubs has just giv en up an ev euiu 
to the discussion of the way in which he has 
thwarted the wish of the people for a Con 
stitutional Conv ention. 
This was a flagrant 
ex ample of his arbitrary and unscrupulous 
use of the v eto power, a full parallel to 
which will hardly be found in the whole his 
tory of our country . 
Other instances hav e 
been giv en recently of the domineering con 
trol which he seeks to ex ercise ov er ev en the 
origin of legislation, as when the other day 
ballot reform bill was introduced into the 
Legislature by one of his spokesmen, and 
the same time copies of an ex planatory 
statement made by the ty pewriters iu the 
Gov ernor’s office were distributed to the re 
porters, who were frankly told by the spon 
sors of the hill that the Gov ernor would sign 
it. 
In fact, Gov ernor Hill lias absorbed pretty 
much all the functions of the state gov ern 
ment, ex cept that lie does not dictate the dc 
cisions of the Court of Appeals. He no longe 
represents merely a co-ordinate branch. 
11 
is not only the Ex ecutiv e, hut has become the 
supreme factor in legislation,which begins and 
ends with him. It is notorious that the custom 
has grown up at Albany of submitting bills to 
him in adv ance of their introduction in ord 
to learn whether he will sigu them, if they 
pass. No doubt there are circumstances unde 
which such consultations can he had without 
impropriety , ane they are not uncommon else 
where. 
But when the custom degenerates,as 
it has done, according to common report, at 
Albany , into a habit of barter between the 
Gov ernor and members, is ev ident, not only 
that the independence of the Legislature ha 
been broken down, but that a dangerous and 
corrupt sy stem has been inaugurated. There 
are, of course, many memlrers who will not 
stoop to such dickering, aud it is likely tin 
when their bills come to the Ex ecutiv e Cham 
her, if the Gov ernor finds he can make some 
political profit out of v etoes or threats of 
v etoes, he employ s both freely . 
This bargaining process is necessarily car 
ried on iu the dark, and the public can only 
get a hint of it now and then. 
But the Gov 
ernor’s v etoes are matters of record, and it 
here that his offense is the most flagrant. The 
Legislature has at least the right to discuss 
and pass hills, whether a v eto seems inev it 
hie or not, and his control ov er the iniliativ 
of legislation is limited by the cupidity and 
the fears of members. But there is no restraint 
upon the use of the v eto power ex cept the 
moral sense of the Ex ecutiv e, and in lire case 
of Mr. Hill, that seems to mean no restraint 
whatev er. 
Not ev en Mr. Clev eland used tlii 
power, which, it was alway s intended, should 
lie ex ercised with discretion and ev en wit 
forbearance, so offensiv ely as Gov . Hill. 
II 
has made himself the law-making power of 
the state. 
There can he no High License 
law, because he has sold himself to the saloon 
keepers. 
There can he no Electoral Reform 
law, because the Democratic bosses do not 
want it. 
There can he no Constitution!! 
Conv ention, no census—a score of things can 
not he done, simply because a single citizc 
out of a million and a half, Dav id B. Hill by 
name, is opposed to them. 
It is a mere truism to say that, in the foun 
dation of the v eto power, no such application 
of it was ev er dreamed of. 
It was nev er suj 
posed by any one that it would he used by an 
Ex ecutiv e in any unscrupulous political and 
personal machinations, to manipulate 
tion, to punish enemies, to defeat reform 
that would interfere with the projects of 
friends. 
The possibility of such an employ 
ment of it would hav e filled the framers 
the Federal Constitution with dismay . 
The 
history of the v eto in national legislation 
shows how sparingly it lias been used.

to the time Air. Clev eland took office there 
had ¿ been only 133 
Presidential 
v etoe: 
and 
of 
these 
50, 
or 
more 
than 
one- 
third, were by one of the most contentious of 
all the Presidents—Andrew J ohuson. 
The 
v eto power is too v aluable as a correctiv e of 
careless legislation to be giv en up, ev en under 
great prov ocation; hut it is not an ex nggera 
tion to say that if all Ex ecutiv es were to he 
as conscienceless as Mr. Hill, some means 
would hav e to be found to limit it, for good 
gov ernment would he impossible. 
it is 
equally withiu bounds to sav that if it were 
possible to judge a public officer by the spirit 
in which he has ex ercised a discretionary 
power, there would he good ground for im 
peaching Gov ernor Hill and driv ing him from 
office.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Almost the first Postmaster appointed by 
President Harrison to an office controlling 
valuable 
patronage 
was 
NV illiam 
al­ 
lace at Indianapolis. 
Mr. Wallace is 
a 
brother of Gen. Lew Wallace, the intimate 
friend and biographer of the Brcsident. 
It 
is unquestionable, therefore, that bis views 
and purposes in regard to the conduct of llie 
office were well understood by Gen. Harrison 
when the appoiutment was made, and tbey 
may hence be accepted as indicating the 
civil service policy of the administration. 
W ith this preface we append the following 
dispatch from Indianapolis: 


William W allace, appointed as postm aster of this 
city, who is the brother of General Lew Wallace, is 
a gentlem an of positive character and an earnest 
Republican. 
When asked, a day or two ago as to 
his policy pertaining tc appointm ents be replied: 
O ther tilings lieiog equal, gisnl Republicans will be 
£iven preference when possible. J am frank to saj 
the Republicans will lie given the preference when­ 
ever a vacancy is to lie filled" 
. . . . 
,, ,, 
This had a paralyzing effect on the Indiana Civil 
Service Reform Association, which owes its exist- 
ence to Lucius Swift and William Dudley roulke, 
who made life a burden for Postm aster Jones for 
giving office to Democrats. The association has a 
little paper called the Civil Service Chronicle, nml 
in the issue of this week there will be an editorial by 
Mr. Swift criticising Mr. W allace's purpose. 
Mr. W allace said to-day: “ I am a law-abiding cit­ 
izen, and I will observe the Civil Service law as far 
as possible. 
But first 1 shall consider the service we 
owe to the republic. I shall get rid of the many in­ 
efficient men who now hold positions, and in their 
places shall appoint com petent men wherever pos­ 
sible. 1 shall give good Republicans the preference. 
The efficient Democrats now in the offices need not 
be frightened. 
I shall be in no haste to send them 
away. The incompetent men are the ones I am af­ 
ter.” 
Another chapter of information on the 
same subject is given iu the news columns of 
the W ashington Post: 


A fter Postm aster General W anam aker had got 
fairly down to business he sent to Superintendent 
Bancroft for a list of all the appointm ents and re­ 
movals in the rnilwnv mail service since the first of 
the year. A long list was brought in. He examined

Superintendent Bancroft drew his finger down one 
side of the long list and then up the other. 
“ The se were all Republicans removed to make 
room for all these, w ho are Democrats. You see,” 
said he, “ I wanted my subordinates to he entirely in 
accord with my adm inistration. That is why I made 
these changes: th at is w hat I recommend you to do, 
and that is why I would like to have you appoint my 
successor as soou as you can.” 
Mr. W anam aker looked in considerable astonish­ 
ment at the im perturbable replies of Thomas A. 
H endricks, but succeeded in rising to the occasion. 
“ Oh ! d on't give yourself any uneasiness on that 
score, Mr. B ancroft.” said he. “ I'll do it. I ll ap­ 
point your successor just as early as it can possibly 
be done. 
Feel entirely relieved about the m atter.” 
And here is another incident relating to the 
same subject that happened yesterday and is 
narrated in the W ashington correspondence 
of the New York Sun : 


Offensive partisanship is to be a cause for re­ 
moval under the present adm inistration as it was 
under the last. Representative Payson of Illinois 
m ade a test ease before the Postmaster-General yes­ 
terday, and the result is shown in the list of nom­ 
inations th at cam e to the Senate to-day. 
Payson 
said to the Postm aster-G eneral: 
“ I w ant Mark A. Reuoe, Postm aster of Pontiac, 
removed. That is the town where I live. I have no 
charges to rnak-- against his official or personal 
character or conduct, except that he is a Democrat 
and an offensive partisan. 
He did all he could to 
defeat the Republican Presidential ticket and ray 
election to Congress, atol I desire to make an ex 
am ple of him. 
I subm it his case first because I 
w ant to know w hat to do in other cases, and 1 want 
to have the departm ent 
decide w hether offen­ 
sive partisanship is a sufficient cause for rem oval.” 
Among the nom inations that were sent to the 
Senate to-day was th at of John A. Fellows to he 
Postm aster at Pontiac, III., vice Mark A. Reuoe, re­ 
moved. 
It is refreshing to find in power an ad­ 
m inistration that does not intend to permit 
the im perfections and crudities of our ex­ 
perimental civil service law to interfere with 
good government. 
The President said in his 
inaugural that he did not expect to be able 
to put the service on a non-partisan basis. 
Vacancies are being tilled now, with an oc­ 
casional removal for 
inoompctency, dis­ 
honest}’ or impudence, but in a little while 
there is going to be a big cleaning out of the 
offensive partisans who have used their posi­ 
tions for political objects, in disobedience of 
the 
plain 
letter 
of 
the 
law. 
When 
these go out Republicans are to lie pre­ 
ferred as their successors. 
These will lie 
held to a strict observance of the law. 
Then 
real civil service reform will begin. 
It might 
have been begun by Mr. Cleveland if he had 
fulfilled his pledges to the Mugwumps who 
elected him, but lie valued the partisan influ 
ence of an office much inore than his consist 
ency in his struggle for a re election. 
It is 
not civil service reform to keep in office those 
who have flagrantly violated the law, even 
though they make effusive promises of com­ 
pliance if allowed to remain. 
The public 
places are full of men who have offended 
against the law under orders from their boss. 
Hence the clean sweep is coming. 


One of the objects behind the movement 
now pressing upon the Legislature for an al­ 
most universal increase of official salaries 
throughout the state, was explained by James 
C. Carter, a distinguished lawyer of New 
York, last night, in a speecli before the Bar 
Association of that city in opposition to & 
recommendation that the association support 
the bill for increasing the Surrogate’s salary 
from $12,000 to $15,000, and his term from 
six to fourteeen years. 
Mr. Carter said the 
increase of the salary would be merely an en­ 
largement of 
the contributions known as 
political assessments. 
“ As long as the of­ 
fices are acquired in the manner many of us 
are acquainted w ith,” said Mr. Carter, “ I am 
opposed to increasing the salaries of the J u ­ 
diciary.” 
So far as New York is concerned, 
the increase would lie only a levy upon the 
tax-payers for the money with which voters 
are bribed and heelers paid. 
It was one of 
Gov. Hill’s ready-made Judges who com­ 
plained recently that Democratic votes had 
suddenly gone up from $1 to $25 per vote. 
This Judge would like his salary raised of 
course, and his experience has undoubtedly 
convinced him of the necessity of getting 
as much money as possible out of the state, 
if Democratic politics arc to flourish. 
The 
salary-raising movement is wholly Demo­ 
cratic in its origin and support. 
It started 
in New YorK, where all officers arc Demo­ 
crats. 
The Republicans of the Senate have 
resolutely resolved in caucus that they will 
not consent to the raising of a single salary, 
hence the men who rely upon corruption to 
get into office must still continue to pay their 
assessments out of their own pockets.

OUR BOSS- 


THE FUTURE OF THE SOUTH. 


The announcement is made from Trenton 
that the New Jersey iron and steel works in 
that city, owned by Abram S. Hewitt and 
Edw ard Cooper, both Democratic ex Mayors 
of New York, are soon to be removed to 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 
These gentlemen, in 
company with their superintendent, Joseph 
Stokes, returned yesterday 
from a 
tour 
through the South in search of a location. 
The reasons for the contemplated removal 
have been given to the New York/V«w. The 
freight rates to and from Trenton are heavily 
expensive because of the necessity of shipping 
the raw material from Pennsylvania and the 
South, and then shipping it back iu the shape 
of finished products to the markets. 
In the 
South the freight rates were found to be less 
than one half those at the North. Coal is de­ 
livered iuto the yards of the Chattanooga iron 
factories for $1.25 per ton, whereas at T ren­ 
ton it costs $3 25. 
Hewitt and Cooper’s 
works use 38,000 tons a year, hence the sav­ 
ing on coal alone woultl be $70,000 a year— 
sufficient to pay a handsome dividend. 
The wmrks employ 1,300 men, who receive 
$1 ,000.000 in wages per year. 
Nothing is 
said about the loss of occupation by these 
men, but there is little doubt that they would 
be left behind and compelled to look for em­ 
ploym ent elsewhere. 
Hewitt and Cooper 
can employ colored laboral the South for half 
the wages paid to white men in Trenton, and 
this fact, w ithout doubt, exerts a potent in­ 
fluence in bringing them to a determination 
to remove. 
The opinion of Mr. Hewitt, ex­ 
pressed many years ago, that 50 cents a day 
was enough for labor, is still on record. The 
removal will give a staggering blow to the 
business of Trenton, and greatly reduce its 
political and business importance. 
But the incident shows the South its op 
portunity. 
It is rich in those natural re­ 
sources which have been worked to exhaus­ 
tion in many m anufacturing centres of the 
North. 
The drift of Northern capital and 
enterprise towards its iron and coal regions 
and cotton flelds is inevitable. 
This will of 
course convert its people to a protective pol­ 
icy, hut this is not all that is wanted. 
It 
needs to get rid of “ the demon of cheap­ 
ness,” and to establish a rate of wages that 


D av id U. H ill an a U s u rp e r—G ood G ro u n d 
fo r Im p e a c h m e n t. 
[From the New York Tribune.l 
Public attention is being directed in a 
marked m anner to the extraordinary usurpa­ 
tion of power by Governor Hill. 
One of the 
political clubs has just given up an evening 
to the discussion of the way in which he lias 
thwarted the wish of the people for a Con­ 
stitutional Convention. 
T his was a flagrant 
example of his arbitrary and unscrupulous 
use of the veto power, a full parallel to 
which will hardly be found in the whole his­ 
tory of our country. 
Other instances have 
been given recently of the domineering con­ 
trol which lie seeks to exercise over even the 
origin of legislation, as when the other day a 
ballot reform hill was introduced into the 
Legislature by one of his spokesmen, and at 
the same time copies of an explanatory 
statement made by the typewriters in the 
Governor's office were distributed to the re­ 
porters, who were frankly told by the spon­ 
sors of the hill that the Governor would sign 
it. 
In fact, Governor Hill has absorbed pretty 
much all the functions of the state govern­ 
ment, except that lie does not dictate the de­ 
cisions of the Court of Appeals. H eno longer 
represents merely a co-ordinate branch. 
He 
is not only the Executive, hut has become the 
supreme factor in legislation, which begins and 
ends with him. It is notorious that the custom 
lias grown up at Albany of subm itting bills to 
him in advance of their introduction in order 
to learn whether he will sign them, if they 
pass. No doubt there are circumstances under 
w hich such consultations can he had w ithout 
impropriety, ane they are not uncommon else­ 
where. 
But when the custom degenerates,as 
it has done, according to common report, at 
Albany, into a habit of barter between the 
Governor and members, is evident, not only 
that the independence of the Legislature lias 
been broken down, hut that a dangerous and 
corrupt system has been inaugurated. There 
are, of course, many mcmtiers who will not 
stimp to such dickering, and it is likely that 
when their hills come to the Executive Cham­ 
ber, if the Governor finds lie can make some 
political profit out of vetoes or threats of 
vetoes, he employs both freely. 
This bargaining process is necessarily car­ 
ried on in the dark, and the public can only 
get a hint of it now and then. 
But the Gov­ 
ernor’s vetoes are matters of record, and it is 
here that his offense is the most flagrant. The 
Legislature has at least the right to discuss 
and pass bills, whether a veto seems inevita­ 
ble or not, and his control over the initiative 
of legislation is limited by the cupidity and 
the fears of members. But there is no restraint 
upon the use of the veto power except the 
moral sense of the Executive, and in the ease 
of .Mr. Hill, that seems to mean no restraint 
whatever. 
Not even Mr. Cleveland used this 
power, w hich, it was always intended, should 
lie exercised w ith discretion and even with 
forbearance, so offensively as Gov. Hill. 
He 
has made himself the law-making power of 
the state. 
There can he no High License 
law, because he lias sold himself to the saloon 
keepers. 
There can he no Electoral Reform 
law, because the Democratic bosses do not 
want it. 
There can lie no Constitutional 
Convention, no census—a score of things can­ 
not he done, simply because a single citizen 
out of a million and a half, David B. Hill hv 
name, is opposed to them. 
It is a mere truism to say that, in the foun­ 
dation of the veto power, no such application 
of it was ever dreamed of. 
It was never sup­ 
posed by any one that it would he used by an 
Executive in any unscrupulous political and 
personal machinations, to manipulate le g isla­ 
tion, to punish enemies, to defeat reforms 
that woultl interfere w ith the projects of 
friends. 
The possibility of such an employ­ 
ment of it would have filled the framers of 
the Federal Constitution with dismay. 
The 
history of the veto in national legislation 
shows how sparingly it lias been used. 
Up 
to the time Mr. Cleveland took office there 
had ¿been only 133 
Presidential 
vetoes, 
and 
of 
these 
50, 
or 
more 
than 
one- 
third, were by one of the most contentious of 
all the Presidents—Andrew Johnson. 
The 
veto power is too valuable us a corrective of 
careless legislation to be given up, even under 
great provocation; hut it is not an exaggera­ 
tion to say that if all Executives were to lie 
us conscienceless as Mr. Hill, some means 
would have to he found to limit it, for good 
government would he impossible. 
it is 
equally withiu bounds to say that if it were 
possible to judge a public officer by the spirit 
in which he has exercised a discretionary 
power, there would he good ground for im ­ 
peaching Governor Hill and driving him from 
office.

V_y structing sidewalks on Washington-avenue be­ 
tw een Lucas and Lindernian-avenues. 
Passed October 16, 18S8. 
The Common Council of the City of Kingston do 
ordain as follows : 
Resolved, That the sidewalks on both sides of 
W ashington-avenue, between Lucas-avenue and Lin­ 
derm an-avenue in the City of Kingston shall he curb­ 
ed, guttered and flagged in tlie m anner, and with­ 
in the tim e hereinafter specified. 
Resolved, That such portions of the sidewalks of 
said portion of Washington-avenue as are not al­ 
ready curbed and guttered, shall be curbed and g u t­ 
tered as follows : The curb stones shall not be less 
than tw enty inches in depth and of the usual thick­ 
ness and shall he set in accordance with the estab­ 
lished grade, and the gutter stones shall not be less 
than twelve inches in width and of the usual thick­ 
ness. 
Resolved, That such portions of the sidewalks as 
are not already flagged, shall he flagged with blue 
stone flagging stones not less than four feet in width 
and of the usual thickness, and shall be laid and set 
with a rising inclination of one-fourth of one inch to 
each foot from the curb stone to the street line. 
Resolved, That the improvements required by this 
ordinance shall be made and com pleted by the first 
day of May, 1889, and if the same be not m ade and 
com pleted within the timo above specified by the 
owners or occupants of the lauds so to lie improved 
as aforesaid, the sano- will be made and done i*.’ the 
Common Council at the exjiense of such delinquent 
owners or occupants respectively.

N IN E BU ILD IN G S BURNING AT ONE AND 
T H E SAM E TIME.

At about 4:30 o’clock th is morning fire 
"was discovered in th e brick building on Ann- 
street, Rondout, known as th e “ Ann Street 
Music Hall,” occupied by one P. J. Burns as 
a variety h all, and owned by a woman named 
Mrs. Stenglein. Before th e arrival of fire­ 
men th e building was nearly consumed. 
"VVelicr Ilose was th e first company to appear 
on th e scene. A few moments later th e mem­ 
bers of Cornell Hose arrived, and in q uick 
succession th e oth er companies of th e Eastern 
Department responded. As water was poured 
on th e burning structure a north west wind 
carried sparks to th e 'roofs of neigh bor­ 
ing buildings. 
Th e situation became alarm­ 
ing, and word was sent to Kingston for as 
sistance. 
Bells in th e Western Department 
were rung. 
Weiner Hose Company re­ 
sponded. 
THE FIRE SPREADS. 
Th e adjoining h ouse on th e north side,also 
owned by Mrs. Stenglein, took fire. 
It was 
occupied by four families—H. Markson, 
Mich ael Scletz, Gottfried Ebel and Mrs. 
Stenglein. 
So rapidly did th e flames spread 
th at th e inmates were unable to save th eir 
effects. 
Th e tenement h ouse to th e _ri<gliof 
th e " Music Hall” nex t ignited. 
Th is build­ 
ing was occupied bv th e Roach Broth ers, 
dealers in h ides; and th ree families—Adolph 
Rosenblatt, S. Levy , and Isaac Coh en—and 
as an office by Frederick Levcrcntz, th e pro 
prietor of th e structures. 
In th e rear of th e 
latter buildiug were th e barn, slaugh ter­ 
h ouse and wagon sh ed of Mr. Leverentz. 
Th ese were consumed. 
In th e barn were a 
number of h orses, wh ich were rescued and 
ran wild about th e 
street. 
Alxmt 
700 
pounds of dressed l>eef, 10 carcasses of m ut­ 
ton and 15 dressed sh eep wh ich were h ung 
up in th e slaugh ter-h ouse, were destroy ed. 
In th e barn were also about 20 live sh eep, 
wh ich were cremated. 
A large number of 
h ides and several large scales, owned by th e 
Roach Broth ers, were also kept in th is barn. 
Th ey were totally destroy ed. 
Th e inmates 
of th e th ree buildings mentioned lost all th eir 
h ouseh old effects. 
Joh n M. May er h ad seven 
sleigh s stored on th e upper floor of th e Lev 
erentz barn. 
Th ese were also destroy ed. 
Mr. Maker’s loss is estimated at $400. 


A CLOSE CALL. 
Th e wind fanned th e flames to th e Conroy 
h ouse and livery stable on th e north -east 
corner of Union and Ann streets. 
Horses, 
sleigh s, etc., were taken out. 
Streams were 
directed on th e buildings named, and th ey 
were saved after a great deal of ex ertion on 
th e part of th e firemen. 
WORK OF SPARKS. 
Th e 
Dominick Wy nn building on th 
opposite corner also took fire from sparks 
lodging on th e sh ingles on th e rooL 
Th e 
two buildings ad joining.owned by E. O’Reilly 
and J. Keegan, igniteu, making in all nine 
structures on fire at th e same time. 
Streams 
of water were poured on th ese and th ey were 
saved with little damage. 
A few moments 
later a barn owned by Matth ew Larkin in th e 
rear of th e Leuerentz building began burning, 
but tlie fire was soon put out. 
IN IMMINENT DANCER. 
Wh ile th e firemen were working to save 
property , at one time th ere was imminent 
danger of th e destruction of th e entire block. 
One woman, wh o believed h er daugh ter, wh o 
is ill, was still in th e Leverentz building, was 
almost frantic. 
ON THE SIDEWALKS. 
Sidewalks in th e vicinity of th e fire were 
blocked with furniture and oth er h ouseh old 
effects. 
Th e entire destruction 
of 
th e 
neigh borh ood h ad been anticipated, and poo 
pie “ took time by th e forelock.” 
Many of 
th e buildings in th e immediate vicinity are 
rookeries, and h ow th ey escaped being de­ 
stroy ed is considered a my stery ,as sparks fell 
th ick in every direction. 
ANOTHER BLAZE. 
Before th e blaze was gotten entirely under 
control tbc news was spread th at th e sny a 
gocue of th e Congregation Ansh e Ch asad on 
Union-street was on fire. 
Sparks h ad been 
carried to th e spire of th e Ch urch , and th e 
dry wood q uiekly ignited, and at one time 
th e destruction of th at place of worsh ip 
seemed certain. 
Cornell Hose Company was 
sent to th e scene. 
Firemen climbed upon th e 
roof of an adjoining h ouse and poured a 
stream upon th e burning structure. 
After 
th is tire h ad been ex tinguish ed th e firemen re 
turned to th e Ann-street blaze. 
About h al6 
an 
h our later it was learned th at th e 
sy nagogue was again on tire. 
A second time 
it was put out. 
Th e walls in th e Ch urch 
were badly damaged by water, as was also 
th e carpet, etc. 
OUIOIN OF FIRE UNKNOWN. 
Noth ing definite is known as to th e origin 
of th e fire. 
Patrick J. Burns, in wh ose place 
flames were first discovered, said th at h e 
left h is saloon at about 2:30 o’clock, leaving 
th ree women wh o were employ ed by h im in 
th e place. 
CARRIED BY THE WIND. 
During th e progress of th e lire large spark 
were carried a long distance by th e wind,and 
owners of h ouses were on th e alert th at th eir 
buidings did not ignite.

At about 4:30 o’clock this morning fire 
■was discovered in the brick building on Ann- 
street, Rondout, known as the “ Ann Street 
Music H all,” occupied by one P. J. Burns as 
a variety hall, and owned by a woman named 
Mrs. Stenglein. Before the arrival of fire­ 
men the building was nearly consumed. 
W eber nose was the first company to apjx-ar 
on the scene. A few moments later the mem­ 
bers of Cornell Hose arrived, and in quick 
succession the other companies of the Eastern 
Department responded. As water was poured 
on the burning structure a north west wind 
carried sparks to the 'roofs of neighbor­ 
ing buildings. 
The situation liecame alarm ­ 
ing, and word was sent to Kingston for as­ 
sistance. 
Bells in the Western Department 
were rung. 
W einer Hose Company re­ 
sponded. 
THE FIRE SPREADS. 
The adjoining house on the north side,also 
owned by Mrs. Stenglein, took tire. 
It was 
occupied by four families—H. Markson, 
Michael Scletz, Gottfried El>el and Mrs. 
Stenglein. 
So rapidly did the flames spread 
that the inmates were unable to save their 
effects. 
The tenement house to the right of 
the •* Music H all” next ignited. 
This build­ 
ing was occupied bv the Roach Brothers, 
dealers in hides; and three families—Adolph 
Rosenblatt, S. Levy, and Isaac Cohen—and 
as an office by Frederick Leverentz, the pro 
prietor of the structures. 
In the rear of the 
latter building were the barn, slaughter 
house and wagon shed of Mr. Leverenlz 
These wrere consumed. 
In the barn were a 
num ber of horses, which were rescued and 
ran wild alwut the 
street. 
About 
700 
pounds of dressed beef, 10 carcasses of mut 
ton and 15 dressed sheep which were hung 
up in the slaughter-house, were destroyed. 
In the barn were also about 20 live sheep, 
which were cremated. 
A large number of 
hides and several large scales, owned by the 
Roach Brothers, were also kept in this barn. 
They were totally destroyed. 
The inmates 
of the three buildings mentioned lost all their 
household effects. 
John M. Mayer had seven 
sleigiis stored on the upper floor of the Lev 
erentz barn. 
These were also destroyed 
Mr. M a/er’s loss is estimated at $400. 
A CLOSE CALL. 
The wind fanned the flames to the Conroy 
house and livery stable on the north-east 
corner of Union and Ann streets. 
Horses 
sleigiis, etc.. were taken out. 
Streams were 
directed on tine buildings named, and they 
were saved after a great deal of exertion on 
the part of the firemen. 
WORK OF SPARKS. 
The 
Dominick Wynn building on the 
opposite corner also took fire from sparks 
lodging on the shingles ou the roof. 
The 
two buildings ad joining.owned by E. O’Reilly 
and J. Keegan, ignited, making in all nine 
structures ou tire at the same time. 
Streams 
of water were poured on these and they were 
saved with little damage. 
A few moments 
later a barn owned by Matthew Larkin in the 
rear of the Leuereutz building began burnin 
but the fire was socn put out. 
IX IMMINENT DANDER. 
W hile the firemen were working to save 
property, at one time there was imminent 
danger of the destruction of the entire block. 
One woman, who believed her daughter, who 
is ill, was still in the Leverentz building, was 
almost frantic. 
ON THE SIDEWALKS. 
Sidewalks in the vicinity of the fire were 
blocked with furniture and other household 
effects. 
The 
entire destruction 
of 
the 
neighborhood had beeu anticipated, and poo 
pie “ took time by the forelock.” 
Many of 
the buildings in the immediate vicinity are 
rookeries, and how they escaped being de­ 
stroyed is considered a mystery,as sparks fell 
thick in every direction. 
ANOTHER BLAZE. 
Before the blaze was gotten entirely under 
control the news was spread that the snya 
gogue of the Congregation Anshe Oh asad ou 
Uoion-street was on tire. 
Sparks had been 
carried to the spire of the Church, and the 
dry wood quickly ignited, and at one time 
the destructijn of thnt place of worship 
seemed certain. 
Cornell Hose Company was 
sent to the scene. 
Firemen climbed upon the 
roof of an adjoining bouse and poured a 
stream upon the burning structure. 
After 
this tire bad been extinguished the firemen re 
turned to the Ann street blaze. 
About halé 
an 
hour later it was learned 
that the 
synagogue was again on fire. 
A second time 
it was put out. 
The walls in the Church 
were badly damaged by water, :es was also 
the carpet, etc. 
ORIGIN OF FIRE UNKNOWN. 
N othing definite is known as to the origin 
of the fire. 
Patrick J. Burns, in whose place 
flames were first discovered, said that he 
left his saloon at about 2:30 o’clock, leaving 
three women who were employed by him in 
the place. 
CARRIED BV THE WIND. 
During the progress of the fire large sparks 
were carried a long distance by the wind,and 
owners of houses were on the ulert that their 
buidings did not ignite.

Baldwin’s first trip this season. 
There is no ice in the Hudson River be­ 
tween this City and Coeymaus. 
Further 
north but little ice is reported. 
Charles Becker, of South-Rondout, who 
has been for a number of years in the employ 
ot the Ilaber Steamboat Company, has re­ 
ceived pilot papers from Albany. Mr. Becker 
will be Captain of the C. A. Schultz when 
that boat is put on its route again. 
The veteran side-wheel steamboat John S. 
Ide is being repaired and improved at New- 
Baltimore. 
At the same place the old barge 
Miller, of Livingston’s Creek, which was 
burned to the water's edge at W allabout sev­ 
eral months ago is being rebuilt. 
Twelve thousand dollars' worth of repairs 
and improvements have been made to the 
Saugcrties steamboat Ansonia for the season 
of 1889.

Two years ago a Judge in a Penn­ 
sylvania County tohl some ladies if they 
would bring him a petition signed by a m a­ 
jority of the tax payers the rum shops would 
Ik* closed. 
The ladies took the Judge at his 
word and in due time presented their peti­ 
tion and the rum shops were closed.

months after this new condition of things a 
woman of the

a shoe store and was quickly and politely met 
by the proprietor.

THE FUTURE OF THE SOUTH. 


The announcement is made from Trenton 
thut the New Jersey iron and steel works in 
that city, owned by Abram S. Hewitt aud 
Edw ard Cooper, both Democratic ex .Mayors 
of New York, are soon to be removed to 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 
These gentlemen, in 
company with their superintendent, Joseph 
Stokes, returned yesterday 
from a tour 
through the South in search of a location, 
The reasons for the contem plated removal 
have been given to the New Y olk /V«*. The 
freight rates to and from Trenton are heavily 
expensive because of the necesalty of shipping 
the raw material from Pennsylvania and the 
South, and then shipping it back iu the shape 
of finished products to the markets. 
In the 
South the freight rates were found to bi lc-s 
than one half those* at the North. Coal is de­ 
livered into the yard* of the Chattanooga iron 
factories for $1 2!» per ton, whereas at T ren­ 
ton it costs #3 25. 
Hewitt and Cooper’* 
work* use* 38,000 tons a year, hence the sav­ 
ing on coal alone would be $70,000 a year— 
sufficient to pay a handsome dividend. 
The works employ 1,300 men, who receive 
$1 .000.000 in wages per year. 
Nothing is 
said about the loss of occupation by these 
men, but there is little doubt that they would 
be left behind and compelled to look for em ­ 
ploym ent elsewhere. 
Hew itt and Cooler 
Can employ colored labor al the South for half 
the wages paid to white men iii Trenton, and 
this fact. w ithout doubt, exerts a potent in­ 
fluence in bringing them to a determination 
to remove. 
The opinion of Mr. Hewitt, ex­ 
pressed many years ago. that 50 cents a day 
was enough for labor, is still on record. The 
removal will give a stasgering blow to the 
bus!Des* of Trenton, and greatly reduce its 
political and business im portance. 
But the incident shows the >8outh its op 
portunity. 
It is rich In those natural re­ 
sources which have been worked to exhaus­ 
tion in m any m anufacturing centres of the 
N orth. 
T he drift of N orthern capital and 
enterprise towards its iron and coal regions 
and cotton fields is inevitable. 
This will of 
course convert its people to a protective pol­ 
icy, but this is not all that is wanted. 
It 
•cods to get rid of " th e demon of chcap- 
nem ,” and to establish t rate of wages that 


will give comfortable support to labor and 
stim ulated! into cheerful and ambitious in­ 
dustry. 
The curse of the South is that, of 
Europe, a pauperized and dependent tailor 
class. 
It will miss one half of its great ad 
vantages if it does not insist that the labor 
which develops its resources and brings rich 
dividends to capital shall lie comfortably paid 


SALARIES ARD ASSESSMENTS. 


One of Hic* objects behind the movement 
now pressing upon tile Legislature for an al­ 
most universal increase of 
official salaries 
throughout the state, was explained by Jam es 
Carter, a distinguished lawyer of New 
York, last night, in a speech before the Bar 
Association of that city iii opposition to & 
recommendation that the association support 
the bill for increasing the Surrogate’s salary 
from $12,OOO to $15,000, and bis term from 
six to fourtecen years. 
Mr. Carter said the 
increase of the salary would lie merely an en­ 
largement of 
the contributions known as 
political assessments. 
“ As long as the o f­ 
fices are acquired in the m anner many of us 
are acquainted w ith,” said Mr. Carter, ‘‘I am 
opposed to increasing the salaries of the J u ­ 
diciary." 
So far its New York is concerned, 
the increase would Is* only a levy upon the 
tax payers for tilt* money with which voters 
are bribed and heelers paid. 
It was one of 
Gov. Hill s ready-made Judges who com 
plained recently that Democratic voles had 
suddenly gone up from $1 to #25 per vote. 
This Judge would like his salary raised of 
course, ami his experience lilts undoubtedly 
convinced him of the necessity of getting 
as much money as jiosMlile out ot tile state, 
if Democratic jwilitic-s arc to flourish. 
The 
salary raising movement is wholly Demo 
cratic iii its origin and support. 
It started 
in New York, where all officers arc Demo 
(■rats. 
The Republicans of the Senate have 
resolutely resolved in caucus that they will 
not consent to the raising of a single salary, 
hence the men who rely ui*tn corruption to 
get into office must still continue to pay their 
assessments out of their own pockets.

Public attention is being directed in a 
marked manner to the extraordinary usurp* 
lion of power by Governor Hill. 
Due of the 
political clubs bas just given up an evening 
to the discussion of the way in which he lias 
thwarted the wish of the people for a Con 
stitutionnl Convention. 
This was a flagrant 
example of his arbitrary and unscrupulous 
use of the veto power, a full parallel to 
which will hardly lie found iii the w hole ids 
tory of our country. 
Other instances have 
U rn given recently of the domineering con 
trol which he m-< k* to exercise over even the 
origin of legislation, as w hon the other day a 
ballot reform bill was introduced into the 
Legislature by one of his spokesmen, and at 
tin* same time copies of an explanatory 
statement made by the typewriters in the 
Governor's office were distributed to the re 
porters, who were frankly told by the upon 
sors of the bill that the Governor would sign 
it. 
In fact, Governor IIH) has id (sortied pretty 
much all the function* of the state govern 
ment, except that he does not dictate the de 
cisions of the Court of Ap|ieal*. H elio longer 
represents merely a co ordinate branch. 
Ile 
is not only the Executive, but has become the 
supreme factor in legislation, which liegins and 
ends with him. It I* notorious that I lie custom 
lias grown up at Albany of subm itting bills to 
bim in advance of their introduction in ord 
to learn whether lie will sign them, if they 
pass No clou tit there ar*- circumstances under 
which such consultations can Is- bad without 
im propriety, ane limy un* not uncommon else 
where, 
lint when the custom degenerates,as 
ii has done, according to common re|>ort, at 
Albany, into a habit of barter lief ween the 
Governor and memliers, is evident, not only 
that the independence of the Legislature ha 
In ch broken down, hut that a dangerous aud 
corrupt system has lorn inaugurated, Tiler 
are, of course, many meta liers who will not 
stoop to sui Ii dickering, mid it is likely that 
w hen their bills come to the Executive Cham 
Int, if the Governor finds lie can make some 
political profit out of vetoes or threats of 
vetoes, he employs both freely. 
This bargaining process is necessarily car 
ricd on in the dark, unit the public can only 
get a hint of it now and then. 
Rut the Gov 
ernor’s vetoes are m atters of record, and it is 
here that his offense is the most flagrant. The 
legislature lias at least the right to discus* 
anil pass hills, whether a veto seems incvitu 
hie or not, and his control over the initiative 
of legislation is limited by the cupidity aud 
the fear*of imnds-rs. Rut there is no restraint 
ii (Kin the use of the veto flower except tilt 
moral sense of the Executive, mid in the cast 
of sir. Hill, that seems to mean no restraint 
whatever. 
Not even .Mr. ( levi land used this 
power, w hich, it was always intended, should 
lie exercised with discretion and even with 
forties ranee, so offensively as Gov. Hill, 
ii 
has made himself the law-making power of 
the state. 
There can lie no High [arenae 
law, because he has sold himself to the saloon 
keepers. 
There can lie no Electoral Reform 
Jaw, because the Democratic hornet do not 
want it. 
There can Is* no Constitutional 
Convention, no census—a score of things can 
not he done, simply because a single citizen 
out of a million mid a half, David R. Hill by 
name, is opposed to them. 
it is a mere truism to say that, in the foun 
elation o f the veto power, no such application 
of it was ever dreamed of. 
It was never sup 
nosed by any one that it would housed by an 
Executive iii any unscrupulous political aud 
fiersonal nine bination*, to manipulate lcgislu 
lion, to punish enemies, to defeat reform s 
that would interfere with the projects of 
friends. 
The possibility of such an employ­ 
ment of it would have filled the framers of 
the Federal Constitution with dismay. 
Tile 
history of the veto in national legislation 
shows how’ .sparingly it lins been used. 
Up 
to the time Mr. Cleveland took office there 
hail ftiecn only 133 
Presidential 
vetoes, 
and 
of 
these 
.'*0, 
or 
more 
than 
one- 
third, were tty one of the most contentious of 
all the President*—Andrew Johnson. 
Til 
veto power is too valuable as a corrective of 
( an less legislation lo be given up, even under 
great provocation; but it is not an exaggera 
lion to say that if all Executives were to lie 
as conscienceless as Mr. Hill, sonic means 
would have to In- found to limit it, for good 
government would lie impossible. 
ll is 
equally witbiu bound* to say that if it were 
possible to judge a public officer by the spirit 
in which lie has exercised a discretionary 
power, the re would lie iroeid ground for im 
pi ne bing Governor Hill an I driving him from 
office.

AN EARLY MORNING FIRE. 


NINE BUILDINGS BURNING AT ONE AND 
THE SAME TIME. 


T b e A n n -S treet “ M arie It AU ” an d S everal 


O th er Ita ild ln g * D e str o y e d —L iv e S heep

At about 4:30 o’clock this morning fire 
■was discovered in the brick building on Ann- 
street, Bondont, known as the " Ann Street 
Music Hall,” occupied by one I*. J. Burns as 
a variety hall, and owned by a woman named 
Mrs. Stenglein. Before the arrival of fire­ 
men the building was nearly consumed. 
Weber Hose was the first company to appear 
on the scene. A few moments later the mem­ 
bers of Cornell Hose arrived, and in quick 
succession the other companies of the Eastern 
Department responded. As water was poured 
on the burning structure a north west wind 
carried sparks to the proofs of neighbor 
ing buildings. 
The situation Hearne alarm­ 
ing, and word was aent to Kingston for as­ 
sistance. 
Bells in the Western Department 
were rung. 
Weiner Hose Company re­ 
sponded. 
THE FIRE SPREADS. 
The adjoining bouse on the north side,also 
owned by Mrs. Stenglein, took fire, 
it was 
occupied by four families—H. Markson, 
Michael Selelz, Gottfried ED ! and Mrs. 
Stenglein. 
So rapidly did the flames spread 
that the inmates were unable to save their 
effects. 
The tenement house to tile right of 
the " Music Hall" next ignited. 
This build­ 
ing was occupied bv the Roach Brothers, 
dealers iu hides; and three families—Adolph 
Rosenblatt, S. Levy, and Dane Cohen—and 
as an office by Frederick Levcrentz, the pro 
prietor of the structures. 
In the rear of the 
latter building were the barn, slaughter­ 
house and wagon shed of Mr. Levcrentz. 
These were consumed, 
lu the barn were a 
number of horses, w hich were rescued and 
ran wild aliout the 
street. 
About 
700 
pounds of dressed lieef, IO carcasses of milt 
ton and 15 dressed sheep which were hung 
up in the slaughter bouse, were destroyed. 
In the barn were also about 30 live sheep, 
which were cremated. 
A large number of 
hides and several large scales, owned by the 
Roach Brothers, were also kept in this barn. 
They were totally destroyed. 
The inmates 
of the three buildings mentioned lost all their 
household effects. 
John M. Mayer had seven 
sleighs stored on the upper floor cf the Lev 
erentz barn 
These were also destroyed. 
Mr. Maker’s loss is estimated at $400. 


A CLOSE CALL. 
The wind fanned the flames to the Conroy 
house and livery stable on the north-east 
corner of Union aud Ann streets. 
Horses. 
sleighs, etc., were taken out. 
Streams were 
direeted on Hie buildings named, and they 
were saved after a great deal of ex* rtion on 
the part of the firemen. 
WORK OF SPAH KS. 
The 
Dominick Wynn building on the 
opposite corner also took tire from sparks 
lodging on the shingle* ou the roof. 
The 
two buildings ad joining.ow nod by E. O’Reilly 
aud J. Keegan, ignited, making iii all nine 
structural on fire at the same time. 
Streams 
of water were poured on these and they were 
saved with little damage. 
A few moments 
later a barn owned by Matthew Larkin in the 
Tear of the Leuereiitr. building began burning, 
but the fire was soon put out. 


IS IM MINERT DASHER. 
While the firemen were working to save 
property, at one time there was imminent 
danger of the destruction of the entire block. 
One woman, who believed lu r daughter, who 
is ill, was still in the I/eve re ut* building, was 
almost frantic. 


OS THE SIDEWALKS. 
Sidewalks iii the vicinity of the fire were 
blocked with furniture and other household 
effects. 
The entire destruction 
of 
the 
neighborhood had la-eu anticipated, and peo 
pie “ took time by the forelock.” Many of 
tbe buildings in the immediate vicinity lire 
rookeries, aud how they escaped licing de­ 
stroyed is considered a mystery.as sparks fell 
thick in every direction. 


ANOTHER BLAZE. 
Before tile blaze was gotten entirely under 
control the news was spread that the snya 
goguc of tile Congregation Anshc ( basad on 
Union street was on fire. 
Spurts had Den 
curried to the spire of the Church, and the 
dry wood quickly ignited, and at one time 
the dcstructi rn of that place of worship 
seemed certain. 
Cornell Hose Company was 
sent to the scene. 
Firemen climlied upon the 
roof of un adjoining house and poured a 
stream upon the burning structure. 
Afte 
this fire had been extinguished the firemen re 
turned to the Ann street blaze. 
Alxiut ha lh 
nn 
hour later it was Darned that the 
synagogue was again on fire. 
A second time 
it was put out. 
The walls in the Chun 
were badly damaged by water, jus w as also 
the carpet, etc. 


ORIGIN OF FIRE UNKNOWN. 
Nothing definite i* known as to the origin 
of the fire. 
Patrick J. Burns, in w hose place 
flames were first discovered, said that he 
left his saloon at about 3 30 o’clock, leaving 
three women who were employed by him in 
the place. 
CARRIED BY THE WIND. 
During the progress of the fire large sparks 
were carried a long distance bv the w ind.and 
owners of houses were on the alert that the! 
buidings did uot ignite.
